During the 50s and 60s 


the property was mort- 
gaged at various times, 
but there is little. reason 


to believe that the Lang- 


horne family did not live 
at Laverton fairly con- 
Sistently. - 

About 1860, Alfred and 
family -paid a visit to 
England, jeaving the pro- 
perty under one E, 
Williams. But whilst in 
the old country tragedy 
again visited when Alice, 
aged 13 years, died and 
was’ buried there in 
Brighton Cemetery. 


The year 1860 also saw - 


the sale of_a strip of land, 
on which the Geelong- 
Melbourne. railway ran, 
to the Victorian Railways 
on condition it appears, 
that at a future date a 
railway station would be 
built-on his property. 

It also appears that by 
1861 the Homestead had 
an addition of a blue- 
stone east wing to com- 
plement the original west 
wing and central room. .

The old grave in 
Flagstaff Gardens last 
used for Robert August, 
29 years previously, 
opened once again to 
admit Alfred, 

--One can sense tragedy 
in his death. This seems 
to emerge from the fact 
that he was not buried 
with his wife in William- 
stown, and also from the 
fact that some of the de- 
tails were facking on the 
death certificate. This 
seems to indicate that his 
surviving son, Alfred, 


‘was not present at the 


furneral on August 13. 
One can only hope that 
he was not buried forgot- 
ton and unloved.
